An essay to be written in English 
on one of several specified subjects of topical interest , 
uesigned to test the candidate s capacity for clear and 
orderly thinking and precise expression , 

2 . General Knowledge. - Including knowledge of 
current events and of such matiers of everyday 
Observation and experience in their scientific aspects 
as nay be expected of an educated person who has 
not made a special study of any scientific subject . 
The paper will also include questions on Indian History 
and Geograpny of a nature which candidates should 
be able to answer without special study . 

Personality test. — The candidate will be interviewed 
by a Board who will have betore them a record of his 
career as indicaled in his application . He will be 
asked questions with reference to his own activities 
and career , and on matters of general interest . The 
object of the interview is to assess the personal suit 
ability of the candidate for the Service by a Board of 
competent and unbiased observers , The qualities to be 
judged rnuy be broadly summed up as an assessment 
of the mental callbre of the candidate , including not 
only mellectual qualities but also social and moral 
traits of personality . Some of the qualities to be judged 
are mental alertness , critical powers of assimilation , 
clear and logical exposition , balance of judgment, 
variety and depth of interest, ability for social cohesion 
and leadership , intellectual and moral integrity . 

2 . The technique of the Interview is not that of a 
strict cross examination , but of a natural though direct 
ed and purpos .ve conversation , which is intended to 
reveal the mental qualities of the candidate . 

3 . Candidates are expected to have taken an intelli 
gent interest not only in their special subjects of acade 
mic study or of their profession , but also in the events 
which are happening around them both within and 
without their own state or country , as well as in 
modern currents of thought, and in new discoveries 
which should rouse the curiosity of well educated citi 
zens . 

4 . The Personality test will ordinarily end up with 
a Group Discussion among the candidates on a subject 
of general interest which will be given to them ,

The measurements should be 
taken in a fairly brief period of time as prolonged 
pressure of the cuft is irritating to the patient and

Method of taking Blood Pressure 


The mercury manometer type of instrument should 
be used as a rule . The measurement should not be 
taken within Afteen minutes of any exercise or excite . 
ment. Provided the patient, and particularly his arm , 
iş relaxed , he may be either lying or sitting . The arm 
is supported comfortably at the patient s side in a more 
or less horizontal position . The arm should be freed 
from the clothes to the shoulder . The cuff completely 
deflated . ghould be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the art , and its lower 
edge an inch or two above the bend of the elbow . The 
tollowing turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly 
over the bag to avoid bulging during inflation . 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the 
bend of the elbow and the stethescope is then applied 
lightly and centrally over it below , but not in contact 
with the cuft . The cuff is inflated to about 200 m . m . 
Hg. and then slowly deflated . The level at which the 
column stands when soft successive sounds are heard 


When any defect is found it must be noted in the 
Certificate and the medical examiner should state his 
opinion whether or not it is likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of the duties which will be 
required of the candidate .
